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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on September 9, 2008 has been entered. Claims 1 - 
6 have been canceled. Claims 7-1 1 have been added. Claims 7-1 1 are still pending in 
this application, with claims 7 and 9 being independent. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 7-1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of Kim et al. (US 7,372,842 B2), hereinafter referred to as Kim, in 
viewof Seoetal. (US Publication No. 2003/0185159 Al), hereinafter referred as Seo 
fail individually and combined to anticipate or render obvious the claim combination of 
the method/apparatus for normally transmitting downlink propagation path quality 
information in a scheduled period selected from an assumed period group in which 
transmission of the downlink propagation path quality information is assumed. 

The noted prior art fails to teach a timing generating step that determines if a 
measurement reference period associated with the assumed period does not overlap 
the downlink transmission gap interval and in the first assumed period to satisfy this 
condition after the downlink transmission gap has ended, generating a timing for 
transmitting downlink propagation path quality information generated based on the pilot

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channel signal received in a measurement reference period associated with the first 
assumed period, as extra downlink propagation path quality information and transmitting 
this information in the timing generated by the timing generating step.
